at his home in that township after an 
illness of ten days from Blojd Poison 
ing caused by the wound of a splinter. 
He was aged 58 years. 
Mr. .Stock was working 
about two 
weeks ago at the farm of Samuel Stock, 
in Mount Pleasant township, who re 
Gently had several buildings destroyed 
by tire. He got a large splinter in his 
hand but no serious results were anti 
ciliated.

Lapsed 
Into 
Unconscious­ 


ness and Passed Away Without ai 
J 
Struggle—Tried to Joke Until the 


Last. 


Redding, Conn., April 22.—Samuel 
Clemens (M ark Twain) died of an­ 
gina pectoris at his home near this 
city. lie became unconscious and sank 
gradually until his death. 
AII hop** of a recovery was aban­ 
doned on Wednesday night, when it 


w h t evident to the physicians attend­ 
ing him that the patient was grad­ 
ually losing ground. Ho had been con 
scions through practically all of his 
illness and had considerable knowl 
edge of his condition and of the tight 
that was in progress. His spirits kept 
up to the last, and until Wednesday 
night he tried to Joke a little with tho 
people about him. 
Ile recognized his daughter, spoke 
a rational word or two and, feeling 
himsell unequal to conversation, wrote 
out in pencil: “Clive mo my glasses." 
Those wore his last words. 
Laying 
them aside he sank first into reverie 
and later Into final unconsciousness. 
The final unconsciousness cam e very 
gradually, 
and 
those 
about 
him 
thought it might be merely one of th** 
periods which he had exjierlenced be­ 
fore in this illness. 
He didn t rally, 
however. 
At no time during his last 
hours did Ii** appear to he in great 
pain and til** end 
came easily and 
without a struggle 
With Mr. Clemens were his daugh 
ter. Clara, 
her husband, Ossip On- 
brilow its*h; Albert Bigelow Paine, his 
secretary; Dr. Robert H. Halsey and 
the nurses.

Beyond question Mark Twain was 
th** most 
popular American author 
Borne persons think of him as the most 
p o p u la r 
w riter in the 
English Ian 
guage, 
certainly 
the 
most 
widely 
known humorist, and a philosopher of 
parts In recent years his conspicuous 
and pungent personality has made him 
not less than a national Institution 
Ile had written much, and amongst 
It all. what one person did not care 
for. another did; and so the summary 
was made up One of his earlier piece* 
—“The Jum ping 
Frog of Calaveras 
County" was first published In I 
— 
still k**ep* Ifs tang today, its whiff of 
fr**shn**ss. along with some of th** most 
fundamental of the world's best stor­ 
ies. Something in the sam e way, “The 
Innocents 
Abroad,** a narrative de 
seription of the adventures of the fl st 
big ocean picnic party In the ship 
Q uaker City. which was published In 
18*19. still leads all the books of travel 
which have succeeded It: It continues 
to have a greater demand than anv 
other honk in its field. 
W ritings of 
this 
quality possess 
something noire than a flavor, even 
though it is by this flavor that most 
persons distinguish them 
They con 
fain, somehow, the very essence of hu­ 
man nature not overlaid with an ex­ 
c e s s i v e civilization. The f o r d s used 
are more like men s talk thar^ their 
written language, and when into such 
powerful plain 
writing as this 
ar** 
iran**rilled fr*xjuent strokes of real 
genius, the result is a literary product 
which * an endure much everyday wear 
and tear, as well as stand many of 
the acid tests of the schools. 


Hi# F ather “ Kept Store.” 
He was born in 1835 In the town of 
Florida, Mo. His father was a lawyer 
who “kept store” because he could 
not live by his profession, in those 
times. 
Something of the visionary 
qualities of on** of Mark T w ain’s par 
Ocularly deathless characters. Colonel 
Mulberry Sellers, may have been pres­ 
ent in Judge Clement. They a h o reap­ 
peared In pi.< son. He died when Sam 
uel Clemens was only twelve years old 
and thf-reaiter. throughout his life. the 
son kept “ moving on” about the coun­ 
try and th** world. The family was Br 
ing at Hannibal Mo., when his father 
flied, and the boy’s first writing was 
don** for the Hannibal Journal At the 
age of eighteen he cann t i New York 
and worked as a printer; then to Phil­ 
adelphia and Washington, then back 
to Missouri and Iowa He went from 
Cincinnati to New Orleans, where he 
decided to become a Mississippi pilot, 
to learn almost literally to feel bls way 
in the dark through the more than a 
thousand miles of river between New 
Orleans and St. Louis. Something of 
all this he has set down in “Life on 
the Mississippi.” 
After a short experience in the war, 
he turned to mining in Nevada, and 
in 1862 switched off to become the 
editor of the Y’irginla City Enterprise 
newspaper. 
Here 
bls 
contributions 
were first signed with the nam e “ Mark 
Twain.” Thence, after a time, to Ban 
Francisco, where be found a congenial 
colleague in Bret Harte. In 181*8 he 
went out to Honolulu to send hack 
letters 
to 
the 
Sacram ento 
Colon. 
These were as* well received as all 
his work, and 
when. In 1887. the 
“Quaker City” excursion to the Holy 
Land was planned, the Alta California 
accredited him with the party, to sent 
back letters at $20 apiece. These let 
ters. together with others written t* 
the New York Tribune, were th** foun­ 
dation of his fame. Everybody read

How Colorado Farmer* Make Profit by 
Preoaring Seed. 
In eastern 
Colorado, 
where moat 
vine crops grow "to perfection” on 
the irrigated lauds, hundreds of en­ 
cumbers. cantaloupes and watermel­ 
ons are reserved for seed by seed com­ 
panies und by farmers who grow them 
for the seed houses 
It Is u common 
sight from the first of October to the 
first of December to see machines In 
the fields of cucumbers and melons 
thrashing them for their seed. 
The growing of cucumbers for seed 
Is considered very profitable, and often 
the owner clears from $100 to $150 an 
acre. 
While it is possible to sell the 
cucumbers to a canning factory, many 
farmers prefer to let them remain for 
seed, as the expense of gathering is* 
not so great and the Income an acre 
Is nearly as much. 
The thrashing 
continues for only a short time and, 
costs a moderate amount. 
* 
The cucumber thrasher is a peculiar 
looking machine. 
It Is built on a 
wagon-like frame 
with great 
wide 
wheels and Is drawn by two horses. 
At the rear of the machine Is station­ 
ed tho little two horse power gasoline 
engine which operates the machinery 
of the thrasher 
Just In front of the 
engine Is the crusher, which looks 
something like a common cider mill. 
It contains two Iron rollers moving 
together and crushing the cucumbers 
as they pass between them. 
Against the crusher Is set the frame­ 
work containing tile real seeder. 
When 
the cucumiler* are crushed they pass 
out into this large cylindrical seeder, 
the outer surface of which is a wire 
netting with meshes large enough to 
permit the seed to drop through Into 
a vat Indow, hut holding back the 
crushed cucumbers 
As the cylinder 
slowly revolves the seed* drop through 
the netting into a box

The |K*uch Mi ab (often called "black 
sj»ot"i Is another disease which seri­ 
ously affects the {leach crop In nil sec­ 
tions east of the Rocky mountains. «l- 
tbough not causing such serious leases 
as brown rot. 
As the result of exjMTlmeutal work by 
tile I’tilted Stales department of agr! 
culture a oilcup and simple remedy '’or 
tills d isease has been found In the self 
bolled lime sulphur wash. This can be 
applied during the growing season 
with very little datiger of Injuring the 
fruit or foliage, ami It Is very effec­ 
tive 
Furthermore, by mixing a r s e ­ 
nate i f lead with the fungicide the 
curciiiio can la* destroyed at the same 
tim**. 
The department has Just Issued a 
bulletin describing the preparation aud 
use* of the remedy.
